Town honour 
for star of 


Pub may become 
a funeral parlour

PLANS to convert an empty pub 
into a funeral parlour - close to 
where a new care home for the 
elderly is to be built - are 
recommended for approval, 
despite objections. 

Members of St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council's development control committee 
will consider an application for alterations 
to the Vixen pub in Millfields Way Haverhill, 
at their meeting today. 

A previous application for change of use 
was withdrawn because planning consent is 
not required, as a public house comes under 
the same classification as a funeral parlour, 
even when it includes a mortuary. 

Councillors can only consider whether to 
approve the alterations to the building, not its 
suitability for use as a funeral parlour. Work 
had already started on the building and 
retrospective consent is sought to replace 
doors and windows and make changes to the 
roof and gables. 

Ward member Cllr Gordon Cox objected to 
the application after receiving complaints 
about it. He felt the application was 
insensitive, given the proposal to build a new 
care home for the elderly close by. 

He disputed that the change of use did not 
need planning consent and felt it was more 
suited to a town centre location.

He felt there was no justi¬ 
fication for new pitched roofs. 

Cllr Cox said: “The size of the 
proposal is excessive and not in 
accord with the other retail 
properties. The highway move¬ 
ments will have a detrimental 
impact. The use and vehicle 
movements will have a harmful 
impact on the health and 
wellbeing of residents.” 

A letter of objection was 
received from a resident of 
Elmdon Place about the 
proposed use of the premises as 
funeral directors in the centre of 
a residential area, close to shops 
and children. It also called for the 
flat roof to be retained in keeping 
with surrounding buildings. 

The resident wrote: “The use 
will result in disturbance to 
neighbours at all times. It is bad 
taste to locate a funeral home so 
close to the proposed care 
home.” 

The report before the 


committee said such uses were 
commonly found on high streets 
and in proximity to both 
residential and commercial 
premises. Vehicle movements 
and operational hours of use 
were not material in the 
consideration of the alterations, 
nor was the size the unit as it was 
an existing commercial premises 
and a change of use was not 
sought or required. 

It added: “The proposed 
alterations to the external 
appearance of the building 
would not adversely impact on 
neighbouring residential ame¬ 
nity or the character of the area 
nor would the development 
result in a significant adverse 
impact on traffic generation, 
provision of local facilities, 
highway safety or environmental 
quality within the locality. 

“It is in the interest of the 
operator to ensure that the 
premises are run and operated in 
a subde and sensitive manner.”

Maths will be 
more fun at 
playtime zone 

A MATHEMATICAL theme was used to give a 
new look to an indoor children’s play area. 

Students from Castle Manor Academy 
helped design and deliver a makeover at 
Haverhill Leisure Centre’s indoor play area Kid 
City and Tot’s Town, to stimulate mathematical 
thinking and questions. 

Haverhill Town Mayor Pat Hanlon and Mayor 
of St Edmundsbury Tim Marks went along to 
give their seal of approval to the newly 
revamped project. 

As part of the Suffolk Learning and 
Improvement Service’s drive to raise 
standards in mathematics across the county, 
the students approached Abbeycroft Leisure to 
see if they could help by taking part in a 
project, to incorporate maths into everyday life 
for young children in key stage 1 and 2. 

The popular Kid City and Tot’s Town attracts 
1,600 children every year and was chosen for 
the maths themed makeover. 

The students worked on their own ideas as 
part of their design and technology lesson with 
design and technology teacher Becky Baldwin 
and maths teacher Colin Bailey. 

Using photos and measurements of the Kid 
City area the students designed logos, wall art 
and activities to fit in with Abbeycroft’s mascot 
Scales the Dragon including a numeracy 
theme. They presented their ideas with 
costings in a Dragon’s Den style format. 

Mrs Baldwin said: “When I gave my 
students the brief they were really excited to 
be involved in a ‘real’ project that would 
happen in their home town. They worked hard 
researching costings to put together a bid for 
funding using persuasive language and they 
practised all through lunch on the day so they 
would be word perfect. 

“I was so proud of them when they made 
their presentations. They were confident and 


professional in a situation that was 
comparable to a job interview. They gave a 
fantastic pitch and the adults were blown away 
with their ideas which secured the funding to 
buy all the things on their shopping list. 

“When you see what they have achieved 
from concept to completion you wouldn’t know 
that it had all been planned by young 
teenagers.” 

Kid City has been revamped with a wooden 
shop called Scales Stores, complete with the 


Centre’s mascot Scales the Dragon, money in 
the play till, a reading corner with maths 
books, a Scales height measurer, and other 
interactive features. 

Michelle Banfield-Curran, Abbeycroft’s 
partnership manager, said: “We’d like to thank 
Castle Manor Academy staff and students for 
supporting the project. I’m sure our younger 
visitors will enjoy the theme and parents will 
be happy that they will be learning and 
improving their maths too.” 



Tributes paid to 
rugby stalwart

TRIBUTES have been 
paid to a rugby club 
stalwart who died 
suddenly on Monday. 

Ian Wade did not return 
home and was later found 
dead in his car outside 
Highpoint Prison, Stradishall, 
where he worked. 

Mr Wade was in his 60s and 
lived at Kedington with his 
wife Alice. He also leaves two 
daughters and grandchildren. 

Mr Wade had been 
associated with Haverhill 
rugby for more than 10 years 
and had just been appointed 
as president of the Suffolk 
Rugby Union. 

Jim Morgan, a friend and 
fellow committee member at 
Haverhill Rugby Club, said Mr 
Wade had not been ill and his 
death had come as a great 
shock to everyone. 

He said: “He was at 
Twickenham on Saturday, as I 
was, to see England beat 
Scotland. 

“He came to my house only

last week to tell me he was 
going to be president of the 
Suffolk RFU. He was 
absolutely over the moon 
about it and it would have 
been brilliant for Ian, as well 
as for rugby in Haverhill and 
the club. 

“He had been club secretary 
and also Suffolk representative 
and he was known as scoop, 
because he always did the 
match reports. 

“Ian truly was a special man 
and has been very special for 
Haverhill and Suffolk rugby. 
Everyone is very upset about 
his death. He is a great loss 


and we really feel for Alice and 
his family.” 

David Halsey, chairman of 
playing for Haverhill Rugby 
Club, shared the sad news of 
Mr Wade’s death in an email to 
club members. 

He said: “He will be greatly 
missed within the rugby 
community. He was respected 
by everyone he met. 

“As a mark of respect, we 
wiR be having a two-minute 
silence, before training tonight 
when our Tongan coach visits. 
We will also be holding a two- 
minute silence before our 
home Felixstowe fixture on 
Saturday.” 

Ali Woodley, clubhouse 
manager for Haverhill, said: “It 
is with great sadness that we 
announce the untimely death 
of Ian Wade. Ian, who in his 
time at the club acted as 
match reporter, hon secretary, 
Suffolk rep and VP organiser 
passed away suddenly 
yesterday evening. 

“A true rugby man, Ian will 
be sadly missed by the club 
and all who knew him. Our 
sincerest condolences go to 
Alice and her family and our 
thoughts are with them at this 
time.”

Year 5 pupils at Coupals Primary 
School, in Chalkestone Way, Haverhill, 
took on roles as managers, waiters and 
cooks with the support of school staff 
last Thursday. 

The cafe serves a selection of 
scrumptious cakes, made by pupils the 
day before, to parents, dignitaries and 
friends once a month. 

Sandra Linnane, Let’s Get Cooking 
co-ordinator at Coupals Primary, said: 
“We have run the cafe for three months 
as a trial and it has been a great 
success. 


“We did a job description and the 
pupils had to apply for the jobs they 
wanted. 

“We have had to increase the number 
of staff at the cafe since then as it has 
been such a success. 

“Because we are part of a Young 
Enterprise scheme the children are 
looking at how to run a business and 
how to work as part of a team.”

Thieves steal

Police warning as 
women accosted 


THREE women have been 
accosted in a week - but 
police are not linking the 
incidents and have offered 
reassurance to residents. 

Incidents happened in 
Haverhill on Tuesday, January 29, 
Wednesday, January 30 and last 
Saturday. 

The incident on Wednesday 
happened at 10.50pm in Tower 
Court, Haverhill, as a 33-year-old 
woman was putting her rubbish 
into a wheelie bin. 

A man who was whistling 
approached her from behind, 
wrapped his arms around 
her, picked her up and carried 
her a short distance down the 
road. 

He then dropped her down 
when her dog went for him, and 
he ran off. 

He is described as of medium 
build, 5’7” tall, wearing a dark 
hooded top, dark jogging 
bottoms and white trainers. 

On Tuesday, a 13-year-old girl 
fought off a man who attacked 
her in an alleyway at Worthan 
Place, Haverhill, at i 1.45am. 

He pushed her against bushes

and then grabbed her around the 
neck but the girl kicked out and 
he ran off in the direction of 
Chalkstone Way. 

The man was white, aged 25- 
30, wearing a black hooded top 
with the hood up, dark blue jeans 
with a rip in the knee and gloves. 

Two 15-year-old girls were 
walking along Eastern Avenue 
and into Beech Grove around 
4.15pm on Saturday when 
they noticed a man following 
them. 

They crossed the road and he 
did the same. When this 
happened four times, they 
became scared and knocked on 
the door of a nearby house. 

The man is described as white, 
aged 35 of big build with brown 
hair. 

Inspector Peter Ferrie, sector 
commander for Haverhill, said: 
“We are not linking these 
incidents - they were in different 
areas and at different times - but 


we do need to find these people. 

“Other similar towns to 
Haverhill have these minor 
accostings and I don't think we 
are any worse than anywhere 
else. 

“We would encourage people 
to report these things and tell us 
if they think they know who is 
responsible. We treat all these 
reports seriously. 

“Some of these incidents were 
in the daytime, so we are not 
saying to women don’t go out at 
night. 

“I would say be aware of your 
circumstances, don’t go down 
lonely alleyways on your own.” 

He added: “Make sure 
someone knows where you are 
and when you will be back. 

“Keep a fully charged mobile 
phone with you and call us 
straight away if you are 
concerned by anything.” 

Police are appealing for 
anyone who witnessed any of 
these incidents, recognises any 
of the men involved or who has 
any information, to call Pc Carl 
Edley at Haverhill police station 
on 101 or Crimestoppers on 0800 
555111.

GRATEFUL parents, whose 
baby son was born six 
weeks prematurely, weigh¬ 
ing just 4.4lbs, are raising 
funds to thank the hospital 
where he received special¬ 
ist care. 

Dave and Sarah Gooderham’s 
son, George, was born last 
February and spent two-and-a- 
half weeks in West Suffolk 
Hospital’s neonatal unit, where he 
gradually gained strength and 
weight before returning home in 
March. 

Dave is a former Haverhill 
resident but the couple now live 
in Long Melford. 

George’s parents, both aged 33, 
have decided to raise money for 
the hospital, starting with a 
charity auction where a host of 
sporting collectables are up for 
grabs. 

The lots include an executive 
box at Portman Road for Ipswich 
Town’s game against Leeds United 
on March 30, a signed pair of 
Connor Wickham’s boots and 
gloves and boots signed by 
goalkeeper Scott Loach.

Prisoner accused of 
wounding in jail 

A SERVING prisoner has appeared in 
court accused of wounding another 
inmate. 

Paul Jones, 34, is charged with 
wounding with intent to cause 
grievous bodily harm at Highpoint 
Prison, Stradishall, near Haverhill, in 
December last year. 

He appeared at Ipswich Crown Court 
on Tuesday for a preliminary hearing, 
where Judge David Goodin ruled that 
he would be returned to court on 
April 26 for a plea hearing.

Bid to build house 

PLANS to build a house and 
vehicular access on land next to 8 
Dash End, Kedington, have been 
submitted to St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council. 


POLICE in Haverhill 
have spelled out an 
urgent plea to drivers 
after a spate of vehicle 
crime. 

With the number of 
offences on the increase, a 
police inspector is urging 
motorists to stop making 
themselves easy targets by 
leaving valuables on display 
in their cars. 

In one of the latest crimes, 
a thief only got away with a 
bag of sweaty sports gear, 
but the vehicle owner still 
has to pay for a new window. 

Insp Peter Ferrie, 
Haverhill’s sector 

commander, said the rise in 
the number of incidents was 
part of a general trend of 
rising thefts in the town in 
recent weeks. 

Ten cars were broken into 
in the week ending January

27, compared to a weekly 
average of just four break-ins 
over the past three years. 

So far in the year since 
April there have been 185 
vehicles broken into in 
Haverhill, compared to an 
average over the past three 
years of 151. 

Insp Ferrie said: “It is 
almost a 20 per cent increase 
and I believe it is down to a 
small number of offenders 
who are going out breaking 
into cars. 

“People are making it easy 
for them by leaving property 
on show. It does not take 
long for people to smash a 
window, grab whatever is in 
there and then they are off 
up the road. 


“It is an unsophisticated, 
easy crime, encouraged by 
people leaving property on 
view. 

“We have seen jewellery, 
purses and handbags. 

“The sports bag taken at 
Glemsford Place only had 
sports kit in it, but the thief 
did not know that. 

“He will probably dump it 
somewhere, but the owner 
still has to replace the 
window, as well as the kit 
and the sports bag. 

“I would urge the residents 
of Haverhill, and in parti¬ 
cular the Chalkstone estate, 
not to leave anything at all 
on view.” 

Food thefts have also 
become more common, with 
a shed broken into at Helions 
Park Avenue on Saturday 
night where expensive 
powered tools were left 
behind and only ice cream 


and bread stolen from a 
freezer. 

More sexual offences have 
been reported in Haverhill, 
with 28 since last April, 
compared to the previous 
yearly average of 21. 

Insp Ferrie said he 
believed around half were 
“historical” cases, prompted 
by the Jimmy Savile inquiry, 
with a recent rape 
accusation made dating 
back to 1989. 

Domestic burglaries are 
down to 41, compared to the 
previous year's 50, with shed 
break-ins down from 121 to 
108. 

The biggest drop in crime 
has been in anti-social 
behaviour, with reported 
cases down by almost a third 
from 1,506 to 1,056.

Wife ordered 
to smuggle 
drugs to jail 


A WOMAN with a history of 
suffering domestic violence 
and sexual abuse tried to 
smuggle drugs into a Suffolk 
jail on the orders of her 
husband, a court has heard. 

Sadie Charter was caught when 
staff at Highpoint Prison, 
Stradishall, near Haverhill, spotted 
her attempting to hand over two 
small packages of cannabis to a 
serving prisoner in June. 

At Ipswich Crown Court, Charter 
was given a suspended prison 
sentence after pleading guilty to 
bringing a prohibited article into a 
restricted area. 

She also admitted being in 
possession of a small quantity of 
cocaine for her own use. 

Prosecutor Robert Sadd said 
Charter, 28, of Norbury Crescent, 
Norbury, London, had no previous 
convictions and the smuggling 
attempt had been unsophisticated. 

A psychiatric report said that 
Charter was suggestible, had been 
the victim of domestic violence 
involving partners as well as sexual 
abuse. 

Defending, Jodie-Jane Hitchcock 


said that Charter had been acting 
on the instructions of her husband 
and made no financial gain. 

Miss Hitchcock said: “She is 
someone who has had something of 
a bleak life.” 

Charter had, in addition to abuse, 
suffered from ill health and 
dependency on illegal substances. 

She now wanted to address her 
problems and had reduced her drug 
intake and stopped drinking 
alcohol. 

Sentencing her, Mr Recorder John 
Coffey QC said he had considered a 
pre-sentence report prepared by the 
Probation Service about Charter as 
well as a psychiatric report. 

Mr Recorder Coffey said: “It is 
rare indeed that the court comes 
across a pre-sentence report which 
sets out with such clarity exact 
details of the trials and tribulations 
you have faced through your life.” 

Charter was sentenced to 12 
months’ imprisonment suspended 
for 12 months with conditions that 
she will be under Probation Service 
supervision, take part in a 
programme designed to assist 
women offenders as well as a drug 
rehabilitation scheme.

A LOCAL history centre has 
been saved from closure 
after a town council agreed 
to meet a funding shortfall. 

The Haverhill and District Local 
History Centre in Haverhill Arts 
Centre was threatened with 
closure after St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council axed a grant 
which paid for its £4,350 a year 
rent. 

The group had managed to 
raise £1,200 from sponsorship 
and £800 from its membership, 
but still had a £2,500 shortfall. 
Haverhill Town Council agreed to 
make a one-off grant of £2,500 to 
the group to bridge the gap. 

Town clerk Will Austin said the 
town council would be working 
with the group to make its work 
accessible to a wider audience, 
possibly using empty shop 
windows in the town for an 
exhibition of its work. 

He said: “Councillors would be 
horrified if the history centre 
disappeared. 

“It is a valuable resource to 
education and other purposes. 
They do a tremendous job of 
documenting the town and the 
huge changes it has seen in recent 
years. 

“They are tucked away in a little 
room in the arts centre and we are 
looking at ways of getting 


Haverhill’s history out to a wider 
audience and raising their 
profile.” 

Haverhill and District Local 
History group has been in 
existence for almost 40 years and 
chairman Roy Brazier said their 
grant from St Edmundsbury had 
been halved last year and they 
were told to expect nothing this 
year. 

At the town council meeting 
they were told that grants were 
still available from the borough 
council, but they had missed the 
October applications deadline for 
this year. 

Mr Brazier said: “We had 
managed to raise half of the 
money through sponsorship from 


businesses in the town and 
donations from members. 

“We are very grateful to the 
town council for providing the 
other half or the history group 
would have been finished and 
had to shut up shop. 

“We will be applying to St 
Edmundsbury next year, but there 
is no guarantee that we will get 
anything. 

“They told us we had to apply 
to the One Haverhill group 
instead. 

“But they only awarded us a 
very small amount because they 
do not give grants for rent. 

“Hardly anyone does, so we 
don’t know what will happen in 
the future.”

Council freezes its 
tax for third year 


A COUNCIL is to freeze its 
tax for the third year 
running - but some people 
will find their discounts cut. 

Cabinet members meeting on 
Wednesday will be asked to 
approve a budget for St 
Edmundsbury Borough Council 
which holds its Band D council tax 
charge at £175.23. 

The council says it is a balanced 
budget, achieved without using the 
council’s reserves, with shared

£2.3 million across both councils. 

Working age claimants, those 
with second homes and owners of 
empty property will see a 
reduction in council tax benefit 
and have to pay around 8.5 per 
cent more. 

The council will also be able to

retain a portion of the business 
rates it collects, which previously 
went to central government. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council leader John Griffiths said: 
“We are proud that for the third 
year running (and the fourth time 
in five years), we are yet again 
freezing our share of the council 
tax. 

“While almost all other costs 
have gone up for us all, our council 
tax payers will be paying St 
Edmundsbury the same as they did 
three years ago while receiving the 
same, if not even better, quality of 
services. 

“Given the scale of Government 
funding reductions, the tough 
economic climate, inflation and 


the ever increasing demands on 
our resources, this is no small 
achievement and is thanks not 
least to a lot of hard work by our 
officers and staff.” 

On the introduction of the 
localised council tax support 
scheme, he said: “The reality is we 
are facing a 10 per cent cut by the 
Government on the amount spent 
on helping people pay their 
council tax. 

“We have done our best to help 
all our residents by freezing 
council tax yet again and are 
looking to share the reduction in 
government funding as fairly as 
possible. 

“As a result we are cushioning 
the blow for those people who are 
on benefit while encouraging more 
empty housing to be made 
available for people to rent or to 
buy.”

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After Army life I felt lost in a 
world where I didn’t belong

After being medically discharged from the forces, Ali fell into a 
‘blanket of depression’ that led to five months in hospital - and 
years of self-harming. Interview by EMMA HIGGINBOTHAM. 


A S Ali Rawcliffe paints a smiley 
frog, it’s mesmerising to watch 
her hand filling in the colour 
with delicate brushstrokes. But look 
a little further up her arm, and you 
can’t help noticing a maze of white 
scars that criss-cross her skin - the 
legacy of years of self-harming. 

Discharged from the Army with leg and 
back injuries, Ali developed a mental illness 
that left her virtually imprisoned in her own 
home. “I lived in my bedroom,” she recalls. 

“It was my bubble, and I literally would not 
come out. I had no self-worth, no self¬ 
esteem, and I started self-harming. I felt 
unworthy of having a normal life.” 

Yet today Ali, 37, is thriving. Not only has 
she set up a business, painting personalised 
children’s pictures in her Saffron Walden 
home, but she regularly goes out to 
volunteer and meet friends - and she credits 
it all to a self-esteem course that changed 
her life. 

Growing up in Bedford, Ali was sports- 
mad from an early age. “I used to run long¬ 
distance for the county, and I even did a half¬ 
marathon when I was 10,” she says. “My 
family were cyclists, and on Sundays we’d 
often cycle for about 60 miles, so it’s what I 
grew up doing.” 

She suspected a career in the Army would 
suit her, not least because of its sports teams, 
but opted to go into catering instead. 

“People always need to eat, so I knew there 
would always be work,” she smiles. “I started 
off as a bottle washer and ended up as a head 
chef. 

“But then I decided that I didn’t want to 
spend the next 20 years in a hot, sweaty 


kitchen, so I thought I’d give the Army a go.” 

By now 26, Ali went to enlist: “I was still 
within the age range, but the recruiting 
officer thought I was a bit too old. He asked, 
would I be able to run a mile and a half?, 
which I laughed at! When it came to it, I did it 
in 10 minutes, which is good for a girl. 

“And I came first,” she adds with a grin, “so 
that proved him wrong.” 

Ali began her 12-week training, and knew 
instantly that she’d made the right decision. 

“I loved it. It was like going home. It was a real 
challenge, but I like a challenge.” 

Yet towards the end, Ali realised that she 
was regularly feeling an unnatural pain in her 
legs. “I noticed that my shin muscles were 
becoming an odd shape, and when I was 
marching I was losing feeling in my lower 
limbs,” she says. “I started to get worried, but 
I didn’t want to back down from any training 
-1 was down for top recruit.” 

The prognosis wasn’t good: Ali was 
diagnosed with compartment syndrome, an 
extremely painful condition in which excess 
pressure around the muscles can cut off 
blood circulation. An operation to repair her 
damaged shins failed, and she then 
developed a back injury aggravated by the 
condition. 

“I was gutted,” she says. “I thought I could 
push through it -1 was determined to push 
through it, but I couldn’t.” 

After a year in the rehab platoon, Ali was 
discharged from the Army on medical 
grounds. Yet rather than settling happily back 
into civilian life, she struggled to cope. 

“I was devastated. The Army gave me 
everything - a home, a family, work, food, 
clothes - and when I lost that, I felt lost in a 
world where I didn’t belong. My mental 
health deteriorated, and I became really

unwell.” So unwell, in fact, that she 
spent five months in the psychiatric 
hospital at Fulbourn. 

“It was awful,” she says. “And from 
there I went to a hostel. My confidence 
was on the floor, and my physical 
injuries meant I couldn’t do any sport. 
That had been one of my releases in the 
past, to run or sail, so not being able to 
do that had a big impact.” 

After 18 months in the hostel, Ali went 
to live alone, and the situation 
deteriorated further. “I found it very 
difficult to come out of the house,” she 
recalls. “I was never diagnosed as 
agoraphobic, but I didn’t want to be in a 
crowd, and I didn’t feel confident being 
in a shop. Certain triggers, like noise and 
smells, would give me panic attacks, so I 
avoided all those situations.” 

Eventually Ali was diagnosed with 
Borderline Personality Disorder, “which 
is probably something I suffered with 
from birth, but it was aggravated by my 
service in the Army,” she says. 

“I had manic episodes, panic attacks, 
anxiety and what I call my ‘blanket of 
depression’: it literally just wraps you up 
and takes over your life.” 

One organisation that helped Ali was 
Combat Stress, a mental health charity 
for ex-military personnel. It was here she 
met her partner, Mick Smith, a former 
sergeant major with Post Traumatic 
Stress Disorder. 

“Mick had been holed up in his room, 
but the minute I turned up was the 
minute he decided to come out. He 
walked up the corridor and put his arm 
round me and said ‘All right love, you’ll 
be all right now.” And the rest is history. 
He’s my rock, my total rock.” 

Yet it wasn’t all plain sailing: even 
when Mick moved in with her seven 
years ago, Ali still spent most of her time 
alone in her bedroom. 

“I sat there doing nothing: I was 
heavily medicated, I couldn’t read 
because the words jumbled, and I was 
frightened of my own shadow 

“I started self-harming, and the things 
I was doing to myself got worse: I was 
cutting, burning... for that split second 
of pain, it relieved the pain in my head. 

“But, touch wood, I haven’t had a 
major incident for about a year now.” 

This, she says, is partly down to Mick’s 
support, but also thanks to Shine, a self¬ 
esteem course run by Cambridge 
Community Church (C3). 

In late 2011, Ali joined a group run by 
mental health charity Mind, which was 
held in Saffron Walden’s Baptist church. 
She started attending services, and one 
day a parishioner asked if she’d drive her 
daughter to a course in Cambridge. 

“I knew nothing about the course: I 
thought I was just going to be a driver, 
but I walked her in to make sure she was 
settled. 

“I shuffled in, in my baggy jeans and 
hoodie, head down, scuffing the floor, 
hoping no-one would talk to me. But the 
exact opposite happened, and I was 


greeted by the friendliest, kindest 
women I’d ever met.” 

Ali was invited to join the course, and 
to her surprise, agreed. “At one of the 
first sessions, something really stuck in 
my mind,” she recalls. “One of the 
course leaders held up a £10 note, and 
said ‘What’s this worth?’ Ten pounds. 
Then she scrunched it up, kicked it all 
over the floor, stamped on it, and she 
opened it up and said ‘What’s it worth?’ 
And the concept that it doesn’t matter 
how much I’ve been kicked about, I am 
still as valuable as I’ve ever been, really 
hit home.” 

By the end of the eight weeks, Ali had 
come out of her shell: “I started 
volunteering at the church, going for 
coffee with friends, actually getting out 
of the house and doing normal things. 
Me and Mick would go out fishing, and 
go to the cinema, which previously 
would have been a big no.” 

Ali opted to do the course again last 
May, and truly amazed herself: just 
weeks before, she couldn’t leave her own 
bedroom, yet on the last night she stood 
up and spoke to everyone on the course 

- all 60 of them - about her dreams for 
the future. 

“It was nerve-racking, but it felt good,” 
she says. “I was shaking so much that I 
was struggling to hold the mic still, and I 
remember looking down at my feet, 
because I was trying not to look at 
anybody. But I could hear people 
clapping, and when I looked up 
everybody was on their feet. That was it 

- that was me finished! I’m not one to 
cry in public, but it was so emotional. 

“The Shine course made me realise 
that, yes, I may have these mental health 
problems, but they didn’t have to rule 
me. My life has opened up.” 

One way that Ali’s life has opened up 
is through her painting. “I’d always liked 
art, but it was one of those hobbies I 
never got round to,” she says. 

“When I came out of the Army, my 
grandparents bought me some paints 
and encouraged me to do it, and I had a 
few photos of these originals on my 
phone. I showed someone on the Shine 
course, and she was just so encouraging 
and said I should get my work out there, 
so at Easter I did some drawings for the 
church for the kids to colour in. 

“Someone saw them, liked them, and 
asked for a picture, and it grew from 
there,” she smiles. “For me, painting is 
like being in a happy little world, and 
knowing someone else is getting 
pleasure from my work, that gives me so 
much joy.” 

Ali has just finished illustrating a 
children’s book, and the orders for her 
paintings continue to flood in. Finally, 
her future looks bright. 

“I’m not saying it’s easy, you don’t just 
‘get over’ these things, but the Shine 
course gave me the confidence I couldn’t 
find for myself,” she says. 

“It turned my life upside down, but it 
made my life the right way up.”

After all, this is the man who had a 
not-so-secret dalliance with his former 
celebrity partner, Natasha Kaplinsky 
(with whom he won the show in its 
first season), peppers his routines with 
illegal lifts, and never minces his 
words - just recently saying ex-judge 
Alesha Dixon would not be missed 
after her departure from the 
programme. In fact, just Googling the 
phrase ‘Brendan Cole bad boy’ brings 
up well over 200,000 results. 

Yet it seems the wild child of the 
ballroom has finally settled down, and 
he claims it’s not such a drastic move: 
“The media has not caught up with 
me: I’ve been with my wife for five 
years . .. it’s a funny thing.” 

The 36-year-old and his wife 
(stunning British model Zoe Hobbs) 
had their first child, daughter Aurelia, 
on Christmas Day, which he joyfully 
announced to his fans on Twitter. 

When I speak to him in late 
November, the week after he and 
dance partner Victoria Pendleton have 
been voted out of the contest, he is 
excited about the impending birth. 

“I’m very lucky: I had a great time 
on Strictly, we were very lucky to last 
eight weeks, and now I get to go and 
concentrate on my wife and my 
expected baby.”

I inquire whether his offspring will 
be dancing before it can walk, but he 
laughs: “I’m kind of hoping it turns to 
golf and it can look after its old man!” 

Now that Strictly has been tucked 
up with the Christmas decorations 
until next winter, the new dad is set to 
take to stages up and down the country 
with his new, Bond-themed show, 
Brendan Cole: Licence To Thrill, 
which will feature an enormous live 
band and several hot-to-trot dancers, 
including his brother, Scott. 

Another element which is sure to be 
popular is the Q&A section, where 
Brendan can guarantee getting grilled 
about his fiery relationship with nit¬ 
picking Strictly judge Craig Revel 
Horwood. 

The New Zealander is one of only 
three professional dancers to have 
appeared in all 10 series of Strictly 
and it’s clear that in Dirty Dancing 
style, he’s had the time of his life this 
season before being voted out. 

“There’s always a sense of sadness 
when you leave a show like that, we’ll 
miss being a part of the live Saturday 
night shows and having fun with 
everyone else,” he reflects fondly. 

Cole feels making it well past the 
halfway stage of the competition, 
which was won by Olympic gymnast 
and local boy Louis Smith (with 
partner Flavia Cacace), was fair for his 
partnership: “I think eight weeks is 
actually very, very good. Victoria 
certainly wasn’t a dancer; she didn’t 
love performing. And that’s kind of 


what you have to do -1 think everyone 
left in the competition does actually 
love getting out there and performing.” 

After almost a decade on the show, 
he admits he’s seen a lot of different 
characters: “As a professional dancer 
on Strictly you’ve got to prepare 
yourself for all scenarios. His 
previous partners have varied from 
glamorous, leggy models Kelly Brook 
and Lisa Snowdon to feisty singer 
Lulu, with whom the dancer had a 
fractious relationship, famously 
having to carry her kicking and 
screaming up the stairs when they 
were paired up. 

I inquire whether he keeps in touch 
with most of his partners, and he 
replies sheepishly: “I wouldn’t say 
most of them . .. Funnily enough, one 
of my favourites was Jo Wood, who 
was a rubbish dancer but she was just 
the most delightful girl to work with.” 

Hoping to tempt his former 
naughtiness out of him, I pose my 
final question: had anyone previously 
won the competition who he didn’t 
feel deserved it? 

“Yes,” he says bluntly, before the 
newly mature side of him takes over 
again: 

“And that’s all you’re getting on that 
one!”

Getting all 

The Marlowe Society’s annual stint at Cambridge Arts Theatre is 
a firm fixture in the theatrical calendar and a chance to see some 
of the brightest talent of tomorrow before they hit the big time. 
ALASTAIR FRASIER caught up with the director of The Comedy 
of Errors, Michael Fentiman, and lead actors Emma Powell and 
James Parris to talk Made in Chelsea, being rough in the 
rehearsal room and the meaning of comedy 


T HE Comedy of Errors 
hadn’t interested Michael 
initially. 

“I’d always considered it to be 
Shakespeare’s panto but reading it again 
I realised that wasn’t the case at all. 

“It’s such a melancholic play about 
the loss of loved ones that has a deep 
existential vein running through it, the 
sense that the characters are desperately 
scrambling to grab on to something that 
might help them hold on to a sense of 
identity - and in doing so spin further 
into confusion and chaos.” 

But it is a comedy, isn’t it? “Of 
course the play has humour in it but the 
word ‘comedy’ shouldn’t be confused 
with our modern reading of the word. 
This isn’t the Footlights review! In 
Shakespearean terms it’s a comedy 
because it ends well, not because the 
sole aim is to have the audience rolling 
in the aisles clutching their ribs.” 

Mention of Footlights draws 
inevitable parallels with that other 
powerhouse society whose annual 
Review plays at the Arts in February. 
“The Marlowe and Footlights provide 
incredible opportunities for us as 
students,” says Emma Powell, who 
plays Luciana in the production. “To be 
able to perform at the Arts Theatre with 
such a distinguished creative team is a 
real honour.” 

“They’re both such huge part of the 
‘Cambridge influence’ on British 
theatre; ex-members of the Marlowe

and Footlights are still pioneering 
theatre and comedy from the top to the 
bottom of the profession,” adds Mike. 

No pressure, then, to deliver a 
production to be talked about in years to 
come? “No promises!”, laughs Mike, 
“but I have a good team - a wonderful 
designer, composer and lighting 
designer, a fabulous theatre and gifted 
young actors, wrestling gamely with a 
lusty, tormented, confusing, 
melancholic production due to my 
directorial impositions.” 


From an MA in Directing at 
Mountview to the forthcoming RSC 
production of Titus Andronicus, via a 
production of The Lion, The Witch and 
The Wardrobe last year in Kensington 
Gardens, Michael’s career has covered 
everything from musicals to panto - he 
directed the Arts Theatre’s Christmas 
production of Jack & The Beanstalk this 
year to rave reviews. What is it about 
directing that makes him tick? 
“Directing thrills me because it’s the 
only job in the world where you get to 
light the match to chaos, stand back, 
and watch it explode. It allows you to 
be in the centre of the most thrilling 
alchemy of talent coming together.” 

And 2013 is a huge year, seeing his 
return to Stratford after three years as 
an assistant director for the RSC. “It’s 
like returning home! The team there are 
not only some of the most skilled 
working in world theatre, but also 
passionate and excited about the work. 

“Titus is something that has sat in my 
mind for three years now; it’s rarely 
performed, and I think people often shy 
away from it because of the violence, so 
it will be interesting to play a 
Shakespeare play to an audience who, 
for once, may not actually know what’s 
going to happen next!” 

Which brings us to the tricky 
question of Shakespeare’s relevance in 
modem times. Does a contemporary 
audience benefit from the words of a 
17th century playwright? James Parris, 
who plays Dromio of Syracuse (“The 
real brains behind the operation!”) 
certainly thinks so: “There is something 
universal about Shakespeare, which 
means it always has a unique relevance 
to the time and place in which it is 
performed. Last year’s Cultural 
Olympiad proved that Shakespeare’s 
relevance in modern times stretches to 
almost every language on the planet. 

“Shakespeare keeps being performed, 


because it keeps us asking questions, 
about ourselves and our times - that’s 
why it is relevant, and why it should be 
seen.” 

Emma adds: “Adriana and Luciana’s 
conversations about men are fascinating 
to consider today; Adriana is 
headstrong, she says ‘why should 
[men’s] liberty be more than ours?’: she 
was really ahead of her time, and it’s 
interesting to see how her views create 
conflict between the two sisters.” 

Michael has strong views on whether 
a classic text stands the test of time. “I 
don’t think Shakespeare needs to be 
reinvented - he has done all right for 
the last 400 years, but the reason his 
work has survived is that you can be 
rough with him. No-one is helping 
Shakespeare by trying to protect him, 
by bending and bowing in reverence to 
his work. His genius lies in how he sets 
your imagination free. These plays are 
so vivid with their language that no 
matter what you do, Shakespeare will 
speak loudly from underneath the most 
vulgar of innovations.” 

Does this give a little further insight 
into what the audience can expect from 
Fentiman’s production? “More and 
more I’ve discovered that the play has 
been reduced by productions that have 
served it with no more depth than a 
nightly dose of Made in Chelseal 

“My fundamental principle is that 
nothing is too far. The cast have been up 
for developing something that embraces 
the mad, melancholic, confused, lost, 
lustful and frightening textures of 
Shakespeare’s play and we think it will 
be entirely distinct from the multitude 
of theatre you can see in Cambridge this 
term.”

VIDEO games based on films allow 
audiences to put themselves in the thick of 
the action from their favourite Hollywood 
blockbusters and animated features. 

It’s a marriage made in merchandising 
heaven. So it’s somewhat surprising that 
films based on video games malfunction so 
badly. 

Cinematic versions of Street Fighter and 
Super Mario Bros were disastrous and only 
the long-running Resident Evil series seems 
to have sustained appeal with fan boys and 
girls. 

Wreck-lt Ralph is a glorious exception to the 
rule, using a fictitious coin-operated arcade 
game as a backdrop to one pixellated 
character’s uplifting journey of self- 
discovery. 

Blessed with a smart script, energetic vocal 


performances and candy-coloured visuals, it 
is 108 minutes of pure, unadulterated joy. 
Wreck-lt Ralph (voiced by John C Reilly) is 
the bad guy in a game called Fix-It Felix Jr, 
which has stood the test of time in an 
arcade. However, after years of destruction, 
Ralph yearns to be the hero for once. 

Felix (Jack McBrayer) and the other residents 
of Ralph’s computerised world are 
unsympathetic and shun him, so with a 
heavy heart he breaks protocol to seek 
adventure in a futuristic first-person shooting 


game called Hero’s Duty, serving under the 
command of space trooper Sergeant 
Calhoun (Jane Lynch). But Ralph escapes 
the game and unwittingly transports an alien 
Cy-Bug from Hero’s Duty into the 
neighbouring Sugar Rush racing game. 

While the creature lays eggs and prepares to 
overrun the realm of King Candy (Alan 
Tudyk) and his subjects, Ralph befriends 
diminutive misfit Vanellope von Schweetz 
(Sarah Silverman), who is ostracised by the 
other racers because she has a glitch in her 


which causes her to flicker. 

Ralph makes a shocking discovery about 
Vanellope’s past and he realises that to cure 
her, he must help the sassy tyke beat her 
rivals to the chequered flag in her modified 
go-kart. 

Wreck-lt Ralph is a smashing treat. Kids will 
squeal with glee at the turbo-charged action 
sequences while grown men will shed silent 
tears into their popcorn. 

Before the main feature, we’re treated to 
John Kahrs’ stunning black-and-white short 
Paperman, which has been deservedly 
nominated for an Oscar later this month. 
Blending hand-drawn and computer 
animation, this perfectly formed gem 
chronicles a Brief Encounter-style love affair 
in 1940s New York using a paper aeroplane 
as the simple yet ingenious dramatic device 
to bring two passing strangers together. 

In seven unforgettable minutes, Kahrs takes 
us on a rollercoaster of emotion that leaves 
us unabashedly grinning from ear to ear.

where you can sit during those 
summer evenings for peace and 
solace while taking in the scents 
and sounds of the garden. 

When planning your romantic 
garden, make sure you take note of 
where the sun rises and sets, so that 
you create your seating area to 
enjoy the sun as it goes down at the 
end of the day, or when you are 
likely to use that area most. 

If you have room for a bed of 
annuals, go again for soft, fragrant 
plants such as night-scented stock 


and nicotiana, along with other 
cottage garden favourites such as 
aquilegia. 

In the evening, candle light 
comes into its own to create a 
romantic setting, so place some 
close to the plants you want to 
highlight and include some 
citronella candles near where you 
are sitting to keep mosquitoes at 
bay. 

Long after Valentine’s Day, you’ll 
have the perfect setting for romance 
in your garden. 


Let romance 


Climbers including the fragrant 
honeysuckle or repeat-flowering 
roses, such as the silvery pink 
hybrid musk ‘Felicia’ or ‘Old Blush 
China’, can fill an area with sweet 
scent. 

Informal planting creates a soft 
palette, with dainty plants such as 
violas or bell-flowered campanulas 
mingling in front of taller 
specimens such as delphiniums, 
lupins and the many wonderful 
varieties of clematis. Irises, peonies 
and gentle wild-meadow flowers 
can also be incorporated. 

Group your plants together in 
small drifts, and you’ll be rewarded 
with a lovely, informal display of 
scent and colour all summer long. 

I think a soft colour palette of 
whites, soft and deep pinks, blues, 
mauves and purples is ideal for the 
romantic garden. 


Keep the design low-key, with soft 
edges and curved lines. Make sure 
the emphasis is on the plants 
themselves, although you can 
create a focal point from a statue or 
tall obelisk or wigwam adorned 
with sweet peas or clematis and 
climbing roses. 

One arch in my own garden is 
planted with Clematis ‘Nelly Moser’, 
a large pink and white-striped 
variety, and Rosa ‘Gertrude lekyll’, 
which form a perfect combination 
of soft colour and scent. 

Lavender and nepeta (catmint) 
can fringe borders, spilling out into 
winding paths around the garden, 
while fragrant herbs such as thyme 
can be planted in the cracks in 
pathways to soften the effect. 

But try to keep heavily scented 
plants which are planted in 
abundance separate so they don’t 
dominate the group. 

Among my favourite shrubs 
which are easy to include in a 
romantic garden is the 
philadelphus (mock orange), which 
produces masses of white flowers in 
early summer whose scent can fill 
the whole garden and beyond. A 
good choice is the tall variety P. 
‘Beauclerk’, which grows to 2.5m 
(8ft) and can make an informal 
windbreak. 

If you have room, make a secret 
place in the garden which you can’t 
see from the house, such as a 
hidden archway over a bench,

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Ready for the hydrogen era? 


AS many as 1.6 
million hydrogen- 
powered cars could be 
on UK roads by 2030, 
a Government- 
industry joint report 
said this week. 

Up to 10 per cent of new- 
car customers would be 
receptive to hydrogen fuel 
cell electric vehicles (FCEV) 
when they are introduced, 
the interim report 
predicted. 

Initial uptake of FCEV 
would progress as models 
made their way on to the 
market and the fuelling 
network matured, the 
report said. 

It added that once mass 
FCEV production was 
established, bringing costs 


down, there was the 
potential for 1.6 million 
vehicles on UK roads by 
2030, with annual sales of 
more than 300,000. 

The report said a a co¬ 
ordinated network of 
hydrogen refuelling 
stations would need to be 
established, focusing at 
first on national trunk 
routes and heavily 
populated areas. 

An initial roll-out of 65 
stations would provide 
sufficient coverage in line 
with early vehicle sales, 
with the network growing 
in line with the number of 
FCEV on the road to 
provide 1,150 sites by 2030. 

The report, produced by 
the UKH2Mobility project, 
said FCEV could reduce UK 
annual total vehicle C02 


emissions by three million 
tonnes in 2030. 

Replacing diesel vehicles 
with FCEV could also save 
between £100 million and 
£200 million a year in the 
cost of damage to air 
quality caused by vehicle 
emissions by 2050. 

Business minister 
Michael Fallon said: “The 
transition to ultra-low 
emission vehicles has 
already begun. It has the 
potential to create really 
significant new economic 
opportunities for the UK, to 
diversify national energy 
supply and to decarbonise 
road transport. 

“The findings released 
today demonstrate that 
FCEV can make a 
significant contribution to 
this.” 


He went on: “Successful 
commercialisation of the 
technology will require 
Government to work in true 
partnership with industry. 
Our international rivals are 
looking to steal a march in 
this area and so 
UKH2Mobility recognises 
the importance of prompt 
action to ensure the 
potential benefits are 
realised by businesses and 
consumers in the UK.
